Hafizullah Amin and his criminal gang, 
by their treacherous actions, disrupted, 
for a time, the unity of fhe Party. However, 
the concerted demand of all members 
of the PDPA to restore unity was a power¬ 
ful factor in opposing the attempts of the 
splitters. At its historical conference of 
1977 the Party restored iron-tight unity 
of its ranks 

The experience of the PDPA is yet 
another confirmation that unity consti¬ 
tutes a pledge of great victories The 
restoration of its unity enabled the 
Party to centralize the leadership 0 f 
the popular struggle to overthrow the 
despotic rule of the feudal, comprador 
bourgeoisie and the corrupt bureaucra¬ 
tic ruling clique and achieve the victory 
of the April National-Democratic Re¬ 
volution of 1978.
